Face to Face With Hen. 


The character of the r»lar bear is a 


*urious mixture of i«Trardice and dar- 
ing, for it will fly at the sight of man, 
but will often come close up to the huts 
and sometimes even try to enter them. 


When met with in the water, bears 


are killed with harpoons. On receiving 
the iirst wound the animal utters loud 
roars, seize* 'the weapf* with its teetb, 
pulls it out of the injured part and hurls 
It far away. 
Sometimes, but by no 


means invariably, it will turn upon its 
assailant. 
Quickly it receives another 


epear, or bird arrow, from a second 
kayak man, against whom it turns after 
treating hie weapon in the same manner 
and sometimes breaking it, and in this 
way the struggle is continued until tho 
bear is overcame. The most important 
precautionary rule which the hunters 
have to observe is, when during the fight 
the animal has dived, to keep a sharp 
lookout down into the water in order that 
It may not co»e up unawares right under 
a kayak. Its white gleam can always 
be seen when it approaches the surface, 
and there is time to get away if it be 
coming too near. "When a bear is en- 
countered in the water or amid somewhat 
scattered ice, its capture is considered a 
certainty, for, although an excellent 
swimmer, it camaot get F -ay from a 
Vayak.- In the northern cronies, where 
they are seldom seen, the' Grcenlanders 
appear t» b« afraid of them, but such is 
far fr*m being the case in the Julian- 
ibaab.district,,'v.-*'*" in the water, at 
any "irate, they 7are consider 1 as much 
less dangerous than the 'walrus- or the 
hooded seal. 


Th« food of bears consists mainly of 


teals, wkich, howerer, they cannot seize 
In th« water, but only when lying on 
abore or OB ice, but as the seal, when in 
suck position, is extremely watchful and 
wary, tbe stalk is often fruitless, and the 
bear is oWif»d more frequently titan suits 
It to depart with an empty stomach. 
Carrion they take at any time. In sum- 
mer they r»b birds' nests of eggs and 
young OKI, aad appear to be partial also 
to berries. Probably, too, they live upon 
sea fowl, swing tkem from below while 
resting on fa* water. According toBrehm, 
thiiir ordinal? food is fish, and they even 
capture sahM«n in the sea. This, how- 
ever, I hare nertr aad confirmed by the 
GreeBIanders, who all consider that the 
bear's p*wera «f roisuning wonld not be 
equal to it. According to the same au- 
thority, aeitbtr rabtdcer, foxes nor birds 
•re safe frem fae polar bear, but this, I 
think, is a mistake. Nature baa intended 
that it should seek its prey in the water 
and on the ic« rather than on the land. 


When really hungry, there are few 


things which * bear will reject, down 
to old skin garasentB and tarred ropes' 
ends, which may sometimes be found in 
its stomach. It is under such circum- 
stances that it features close to the hats 
and devours whatever it can. find, some- 
times even attempting to enter. In the 
winter of 1898-7 a bear was shot at God- 
buven, with tbe whole of the fore part 
of the body in CB oil cask, which it was 
licking1. In the Jnlianshaab district it i» 
not unusual for these animals to visit the 
Greanlaaders' provision stores, where 
they keep their dried seals' flesh, etc., 
tear the stones away from the entrance 
and clear the place completely out,—

late tbe imagination Is not considered a 
highly moral 
practice. 
These drags 


should be indulged in, if at all, only under 
carefully prescribed conditions. But an- 
other drug which has come into notice 
within the !ast few years, while producing 
equally delightful visions, seems to be free 
frem some of the objections that may bo 
offered to the fitsb two mentioned. In the 
judgment of thow who have tried it it is 
> 


more strictly intellectual in its appeal to 
the sense*; its immediate after effects are 
not so pernicious as those of better known ! 
drugs. 


The name "mescal" Is associated in ' 


tho popular mind (and in the dictionaries) j 
with a distilled beverage obtained from , 
the agave, whose fermented juice makes 
another notable drink, Mexico's favorite 
pulque. But the same word has also been 
used to designate an entirely different 
preparation, derived from a certain species ! 
of cactus, whose brown and bitter leave* 
are pressed into a solid button. For many 1 
years the Kiowa Indians of this country j 
have been In the habit of paying peculiar 
homage to five or six related varieties of . 
'cactus, no doubt because of their discov- j 
ery of this propercy possessed by one of 
them. 


On Saturday nights they are accustom- 


ed to combine in one performance the fea- 
tures of a semireligious caremony and a 
mild debauch. A number of them having 
seated themselves on tho ground around a 
campfire and within a large tent, they 
swallow three or four mescal buttons 
apieco and then solemnly await results. 
Their reveries are attended with singing 
and the beating of drums by assistants. 
The Klowas begin this arrange rite vir>» 
prayer, and at intervals through the night 
they swallow more buttons, until each 
man has taken about a dozen. 


Lewin, a Berlin scientist, discovered In 


1888 that this cactus, to which he gave the 
name Anhalonfum 'lewinii, contained a 
poison that might be classed with strych- 
nine, but he did not learn anything of its 
vision excitircj powers. James Mooney, 
a representative of the United States bu- 
reau of ethnology, was apparently tho first 
white man to bring the subject to the at- 
tention cf civilized folk, 
His studies of 


the habits of the Kiowas had made him 
famjliar with the drug, and he had tried 
it hhnseJf while among the Indians of that 
tribe. In 1891 ho brought a quantity of 
mescal to Washington, atrti some experi- 
ments worn made with ib there. 


Subsequently Dr. Weir Mitchell tried it 


on himself. Later Havelock Ellis made 
some tests with himself and several other 
persons, either artists or poets, in London. 
Neither Mr. Ellis nor his friends ever took 
more than three" or -foiir'buttons. For a 
beginner that stains to be the correct dose, 
although for sensitive persons such an 
amount may prove rather too powerful 
and rapid in its action. 


Although all of tho senses arc to some 


extent stimulated by mescal, it was the 
visual perceptions that were chiefly affect- 
ed in the casssrotAIr^Ellisand his friends. 
Mr. Ellis hiraself enjoyed ravishing dis- 
plays of color-^now a succession of hues 
and then an iBlflnite variety of the tints of 
one hue. For instance, at one moment ha 
saw in rapid pragroesieii" scarlets, crim- 
sons and pinks; at another there was a 
distinct predominance "of golden color. 
The first effect of to* dro(, however, was 
the tendency of a printed -page at, which 
he was gazing to asempe «, blue or violet 


i border, and at frequent intervals thereafter 
; he was consciotis of 'an exceptional abun- 
dance of this hua. Almost the only after 
effect which he records was a heightened 
appreciatipn of bine and violet. 


Again there were gre^ alternations in 


the brightness, of th« show. Sometimes 
the colors were comber and sometimes ex- 
ceedingly vivid. Indeed 'there ' were mo- 
ments when be memed to be gazing upon 
a most dazzling assortment of jewels. 


Form was a lees conspicuous phase of 


'the display, yet it was not excluded there- 
froia. There were lace patterns, ara- 
besques, porcslain designs and finally pic- 
turesque human 
figures. 
Occasionally 


the sense of smell was excited delightfully. 


Most of the visual phenomena were per- 


ceived when the experimenter's eyes were 
closed, but if he raised hie lids and looked 
about hlwi any conspicuous object, lika a 
gas jet, was likely to assume fantastic 
shapes and constantly changing propor- 
tions. It would enlarge and contract with 
amazing frequency. It has been suggest- 
ed that the Kiowas have a definite object 
in keeping a fire biasing before them 
whenever they indulge in a mescal seance. 


The artist on whom experiments were 


tried had a weak heart and experienced 
some unpleasant physical sensations. He 
Buffered slightly from nausea, which was 
relieved when a biscuit was handed to him 
to eat, and at times he fait severe pains in 
the neighborhood of the heart. He also 
Reported an opprwsivasanM of suffocation, 
•inging in the cars, hot eyes and hands 
and tremors. But he emerged from the 
ordeal without harm. His visions were a 
little different from those of Mr. Ellis, 
but on the whole the excitation of the 
color sense was the predominant feature. 
IA11 of the definite forms that he perceived 
were grotesim* and suggested Aubrey 
Beardaley's conoepttoni. 


The time which "lapsed from the first 


dose to the last perceptible effect of tbe 
drug was usually about 18 hours. One 
blight lie down—awl be was apt to feel 
sufficiently indolent after a little to do so 
—but the subject was not sleepy, and ha 
also fonnd that he possessed a certain 
amount of intellectual Independence. Mr. 
Ellis says: 


"Mescal intoxication may be described 


as chiefly a saturnalia of the specific* 
•enscs and, above all, an orgy of vision. A 
large part of iteobaem lies in the halo of 
beauty which it casts around the simplest 
and commonest objects. It reveals an 
optical fairyland, where all the sense* now 
and then join the play, but the natnd itself 
remains a self posMaeed spectator. Mescal 
Intoxication thus differs from the other 
aitiflclil paradises which drags procure 
Under the inanenoe of alcohol, as in nor 
rnal dreaming, the intellect is impaired, 
though there may be a consciousness of 
nnusunl brilliance. Hasheesh, again, pro- 
duces an uncontrollable tendency to move 
rnent and bathes its victim la a sea of 
emotion. 
The mescal drinker remains 


calm and collected among tbe sensory 
turmail aronnd him. His judgment is as 
clear as in tbe normal state. He falls iijto 
no oriental condition of vague and volup- 
tuous roverie. On this ground It Is nqt 
probable that its nscs wiTl easily dffvelop 
Into hakit."—K«w York Tribune.

D& EASES KEPT IN BOTTLES. 


A Collection of Human Ilia In tbe 


Ariny Medical Mn»enm. 


In the Army Medical museum in 


Washington there is a bottled stock of 
nearly all the diseases which, are apt to 
^e fatal to human lili. There are espe- 
cially oa Land geriffs of. consumption, 
pneumonia, typhoid lever, diphtheria, 
Asiatic cholera, blood poisoning, erysip- 
elas and carbuncle. 


The museum keeps these diseases bot- 


tled in tubes constantly ready for imme- 
diate use. The curator in charge of the 
laboratory mentioned ihat he could give 
them all to any one in a few moments. 
He added that he would be able to do 
this at no serious loss or expense, inas- 
much as there was enough consumption, 
for instance, in the consumption bottle 
to communicate the disease to many 
thousands of people, and it was the same 
with all the ether diseases on hand. 


In administering pneumonia to a pa- 


tient,,he said, he would select by prefer- 
ence "the method of putting a solution of 
the germs in water in a spraying vessel 
and have the victim breathe the spray. 
The subject operated upon would almost 
immediately contract the affection with 
absolute certainty every time. He ex- 
plained tkat pneumonia is contracted not 
from a cold or inflammation of the lungs, 
as people ordinarily suppose, but from 
the breathing in of pneumonia germs, 
whose increase and development are aid' 
ed by an unhealthy condition, such as a 
cold may give rise to. The mouths of 
altogether healthy people very commonly 
have lots of pneumonia bacteria in them. 


As for "carbuncle, the curator said that 


he could produce it any time in the most 
lealthy individual by a simple inoculation 
with a solution of the germs. Once so in- 
oculated you would hove about an even 
:hanee with death. Spraying the throat 
with a solution of the proper germs is the 
method also for conveying diphtheria. 


There is no great difficulty in contract- 


ing Asiatic cholera if you want to. Take 
a few of the germs from the. appropriate 
bottles at the museum and drink them in 
water or beef tea. If your stomach is in 
a particularly healthy condition, you may 
not take the disease, bnt otherwise you 
are pretty certain to have it It is said 
that an assistant in the laboratory of the 
famous Dr. Koch once swallowed by ac- 
cident a lot of germs of Asiatic cholera, 
with which experiments were being made, 
and developed what Dr. Koch believed a 
typical case. The assistant recovered-by 
a narrow chance. 


The, diseases which the government 


keeps thus bottled in convenient form are 
all obtained—the germs, that is to say— 
from actual diseased tissues of patients 
afflicted with the complaints. To propa- 
gate the germs in any quantity from these 
tissues is easy enough. Vegetable gela- 
tin, front a Japanese plant called a;ar- 
agar, is boiled and mixed with beef tea, 
eo as to form a soft, transparent solid. 
A small quantity of this is put into a 
tube tightly corked with cotton. The tube 
is then placed in an oven and heated until 
all the germs in it, of whatever sort, are 
killed. Next, the tube is briefly uncorked 
and a long steel wire that has been heat- 
ed als* to sterilize it is dipped in the 
germs ef the disease which it is desired 
to cultivate and scraped across the Bur- 
face of the gelatin. The tube is now 
recorked and permitted to stand for a 
few hours, at the end of which the bac- 
teria- of the disease, having found the gel- 
atin to their taste for feeding upon, will 
have multiplied enormously, so as to cov- 
er the surf, ce of the gelatin. Then the 
serins are ready for the purpose for 
which they are kept at the museum— 
namely, to > able the physicians to make 
experiment. *" to determine the proper 
method of reating the disease and to 
seek remedi c for it—New York Sun.

Great Britain's rejection of the sen- 


ate amendment to the Hay-Paunce-. 
fote treaty was not unexpected and 
ia of no consequence at the present 
time beyond revealing the attitude of 
Edward's government. The treaty had 
died with congress and the objections 
from the other side came in the form 
of ptwt mortem. Washington -does not 
make the British answer public, but it 
if announced "authoritatively" the an- 
swer indicates clearly that Great Brit 
ain. desires that the Nicaraguan canal 
be international. That is the point at 
Issue. 
The Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 


superseding the Clayton-Bulwer con- 
Vention, intended that the water-way 
•hould be "Internationa'." The sen- 
ate amendment"* intended 
American 


control, and it is here that things are 
halted. 
* The belief ia that Great Britain will 
concede American control if something 
In return is granted her. A concession 
In the Alaskan boundary dispute is 
about the only thing the United States 
could offer, and an important conces- 
sion in that direction would have no 
public support.

ture." An abstract of the address fol- 
lows: 


Air, lUnrdock'* Address 


The present trend of education is 


grading knowledge and adapting in- 
struction to the several stages of phy- 
sical and mental development, and to 
the consequent needs of "each being as 
an) individual ana a member of society. 


The fundamental truths, from which 


inferences are derived as to the con- 
tent and method of religious instruc- 
tion, are as follows: 


1. The ideas of fatherhood, sonshio, 


and brotherhood are as old as man,-as 
widespread as the world and are thus 
peculiarly universal. In their spiritual 
significanace they are 
fundamental 


means of understanding and serving 
God, 
they are the three all-embracing 


revelations' of Jesus; they are the relig 
ious motives of today, pre-eminent In 
their universal power and sympathy. 


2. Every human being interprets life 


according to his personal experienfces. 
Hence standards vary, and must vary 
as the phase of development of the in- 
dividual, as the environment, and with 
successive generation^. 


3. Experience includes impression, 


reflection and expression in both con- 
scious and sub-conscious states. All 
three phases are necessary and insepa- 
rable. 
Emphasis is frequently, per- 


haps usually, placed on one of the 
phases and occasions narrowness of 
view, rashness of judgment, illogical 
reasoning, unbalanced emotions and 
questionable acts. 


4. Experience is determined by in- 


stincts, volitions, habits of the phase 
of life in which the> individual has been 
and is, anil by the environment, by 
which is meant all of those influences 
which are not hereditary. 


5. As a result of his experience each 


individual is both a conscious and a 
subconscious being. Conscious percep- 
tIonia when received or recalled create 
in intellp^tunl ctnto Th" ciibpnno^inxio 
Impressions create the emotional con- 
dition or mood. Subconscious imnres- 
sions are prominent factors In culture, 
taste, corjduct, religion. 
6. Environment is the most influential 
factor in the forming of the subcon- 
scious nature, therefore In the forma- 
tion of character and the growth of 
ideals. 


7. The coritent and form of all in- 


struction should be conditional (a) by 
the stage of life of the individual, (b) 
by the range of his experience; (c) by 
the effect upon his ideals and their 
manifestation. The growth' of the se- 
cular schools in these matters has b«>pn 
marked though yet 
sadly 
deflclenlt. 


The woeful lack of these conditions In 
religious Instruction, vigorous and mer- 
ited criticism of content and method 
of instruction, not of Instructors, are 
producing unrest, strivings 
for new 


light ann are ti,-» signs of the coming 
of ri<_hor life. 


8. The 
purpose of 
all teaching 


should be to facilitate right daily ef- 
is futile.

Is an Ideal of doubtful value, The now 
is the only time for learalng and do- 
ing.

ity, of service, of forming and striv- 
ing for Ideals.

Religious Instructors, whether minis- 


ters or teachers, are not exceeded in 
faithfulness or zeal by those in other 
fields of teaching1, ntor are they more 
conservative than should be expected, 
when one considers the kind of prepar- 
ation afforded 
by most theological 


schools or the lack of technical prep- 
aration for Sunday school teaching. 
The vast good which la done arises now 
almost solely from the heart, the sub- 
conscious elements. Progress will come 
with conscious attention to stages of 
life; their characteristics, physical and 
mental; their play .work and conduct 
In their moral and spiritual sienifl- 
canbe. 


Early childhood, from two years to 


seven or eight years of age, is the 
time of individualism, egoism, self-ac 
qualntance and self-enjoyment.

mental content is chiefly products of 
the senses active in the environment of 
nature, home and the school.

The moral and religious in- 
struction indicated by such character- 
istics mbludes teaching concerning (1) 
God in nature, non-biblical, manifest- 
ing power, love, control; occasioning 
reverence, thankfulntess and obedience. 
(2) God the Father, who cares, helns. 
protects, guides, contvolp: therefore 
children have duties and privileges to 
themselves, 
to others, to God. Les- 


sons are from the Old Testament stor- 
ies of family life and the New Tes- 
tament stories of the 
childhood of 


Jesus. 


Later childhood, from seven or eight 


to twelve or thirteen years ofasre, is the 
period of great physical strength, eni- 
durance, and plasticity. Co-ordination 
of mental with physical effort is ef- 
fective. 
Habits are easily acquired 


Verbal memory is most effective. The 
child is passing from ejroism to altru- 
ism, forgetting self and remembering 
there are others. Play Is co-operative, 
team-work appears and grows Spontan'-

grxmp, not the individual. The child 
is learning to live in society. Work 
should be hard, disciplinary, admitting 
of no slighting. From attending only 
to what he attends.

Responsibility 
for conduct in plaji and work is evi- 
dent. In emotional life love Is one of 
the first and deepest and Is directed 
toward parents, teachers, friends, truth 
and-God.

Nature before grace." ' - -Ideas of God, 
especially of boys are

Yesterday was the red letter day so 


far for the million dollar Berkshire 
street railway in the railway war. It 
was granted a right of way In Lee, as 
renorted yesterday, and last evening it 
was granted the much coveted fran- 
chise in Pittsfield. It was ( so reported 
in Pittsfleld last evening 
that the 


Cheshire selectmen had voted to grant 
a franchise to the million dollar com- 
pany. This -was not the fact in the 
case, however, although it probably 
will be true in a. short time. George 2. 
Dean, chairman of the Cheshire select- 
men, 
said this morning that no fran- 


chise had been granted in. that town. 
but that the sentiment favored the 
million dollar company. It is quite 
probable that the company will be 
given a franchise by Cheshire without 
waiting for the Pittsfleld company to 
get its bill through the legislature, thia 
matter having been delayed. 


The sentiment in Chesnire favors the 


new company, and the delay might 
make some delay in the building of the 
line, so that action will probably be 
taken within a short time. 


It is the general opinion that both- 


the Berkshire and Pittsfleld companies 
will be given franchises in Cheshire. 


The Cheshire selectmen -will also set 


the date for a hearing on the petition 
of the Hoosac Valley railway within 
a few days. 


In granting the franchise to the new 


company, the Pittsfleld aldermen im- 
posed a number of conditions, all of 
which will be met. Thesa conditions 
c'oncern the laying of the tracks where 
designated by the aldermen, and will 
require the company to pave between 
its tracks and 18 inches on each side. 
The company is also to pay its pro- 
portionate expense of street sprink- 
ling. 


Mr. Gillett 'of the Berkshire com- 


pany said this morning that the com- 
pany planned to begin work at five 
different points in the county as soon 
as the frost was out 'ol the ground, and 
unless legal complications prevented, 
would have the entire line through the 
county in operation by fall.

At 
10 o'clock he >as much weaker than he 
had been two hours before, and from 
that time on the sinking rapidly con- 
tinued. 


At 5 o'clock thia morning General Har- 


rison was lying in au unconscious con- 
dition. He is constantly growing wedk- 
er, aud the congestion continues to 
spread. 
There is nothing to indicate 


that his death will occur for several 
hours at least. 


During yesterday afternoon the phy- 


sicians resorted to the "oxygen" treat- 
ment iu an endeavor to mitigate the con- 
stant pain and labor of breathing with 
Which General Harrison contended. 


The widespread interest in the condi- 


tion of the former president is shown 
by the hundreds of messages from every 
part of the country which poured into 
the newspaper offices and the Harrison 
home during the day. 


None but the physicians and a few 


intimate friends are admitted to the 
house, although there has heen a con- 
stant stream of carriages with callers. 


When the general was taken sick it is 


said he requested his physicians to make 
no unnecessarily alarming reports to 
the public as to his condition. Follow- 
ing these instructions it has been with 
the greatest difficulty that any authen- 
tic news has been obtained from the 
sick room up to yesterday morning. 


At 5 o'clock last e\ eniug it became ap- 


parent that General Harrison was dy- 
ing, an^tne physicians now make no 
effort to conceal the real gravity of the 
situation. 
They say it is a matter of 


hours only, all hope of his recovery be- 
ing abandoned. 


General Harrison was for tie greater 


part of yesterday in a semi-comatose 
condition, and at times there were iudt- 
cations of approaching delirium. • 


General" Harrison 
was in perfect 


health last Wednesday, and, contrary 
to common repqrt, was not suffering 
from a cold or from Illness of any sort. 
He was-In fall possession ofcthe vitali- 
ty and vigor which has characterized 
these latter years-of his life to a re- 
tnarkable degiteer 
\Vednesday morn- 


ing he vreut to "the law office of Miller & 
Elam, where he remained, for about 
an hour and a half, talking to several 
friends'. 
He walked all the distance 


for the sake of exgrcise, ancl on the way 


i met a number of friends. 
He re- 
| turned- from his afternoon wall:: with- 


out even feeling fatigued, and in the 
evening went to one of his neighbor's 
to make a short call. 


Thursday morning he awakened with 


a pain in Iiis chest, which at first was 
hardly noticeable, but later gradually 
grew worse, until Mrs. Harrison be- 
came alarmed, and the family physician, 
Dr. Jameson, was summoned. 
He 


pronounced it simply a cold, and at the 
time feared no a.larming results. Then 
the lungs became rapidly affected and 
the illness was complicated with in- 
tercostal neuralgia. 
On Saturday his 


condition was serious, but not such as 
to cause particular alarm. 


On Sunday, for the first time, the 


physicians began to have fears for the 
recovery, of the patient, but said little 
to the public about the seriousness of 
General Harrison's 
condition. 
The 


next day it was announced to the news- 
papers and to the public that the ill- 
ness was more alarming than was at 
first supposed, and that there was dan- 
ger that the general would never re- 
cover from the attack. Since Monday 
morning his condltiL-a has gradually 
grown worse.

There is a part of Alaska la the far 


northwest, extending from Point Hope 
to Foiiit Barrow and inland as far as 
the Noatak river on the south and the 
Black Rock river on the north, where 
until recently the foot of white man 
had never trod. 
Vntil last summer 


this Immense region was given up 
entirely to roving bands of Indians, 
depending upon fishing and hunting, 
and the wild fur bearing animals of 
the arctic zone, while the cold of the 
long winter nights kept the tempera- 
ture at from 60 to- 70 degrees below 
zero. 
~' 


A year ago, when the United States 


revenue cutters were in the north look- 
ing after impoverished whalers, some 
of the fleet were at Point Barrow. 
This one place has been a harbor for 
vessels of trade for years, but no ex- 
ploring party from any of these ves- 
sels has ever ventured into the in- 
terior. Where curiosity and the love 
of adventure failed, the greed for gold 
proved a sufficient spur to tempt Wal- 
lace Taylor, a Montana mining man, 
formerly of White Sulphur Springs, to 
hazard his life while endeavoring to 
find fabulous geld mines reported to 
be located in the desolate region. Mr. 
Taylor spent the whole of last summer 
in the Noatak country, as it is called. 
Ho is now at Tacoma and will return 
to the norih in a few weeks. 


"A year ago," said he in telling of his 


experiences in the Noatak country, "I 
left Dawson in company with a man 
named Jordan. We traveled down the 
Yukon " to Nulato and then 
struck 


across the country to Kotzebue. While 
at that place we were told some miners 
had #• i-uck it rich on the Noatak, and 
we set out for that place. We' may not 
have struck the right trail, but in any 
event we saw the last white man at 
Kotzebue until we came out in the fall. 
We met some natives at Koska who 
told us where wo coukl^Und gold In the 
mountains just south of Ice cape. With 
our dog team we made an attemflt, but 
were^ never able to reach "the ^moun- 
tains, and it <is my opinion tbat.no man 
ever will. The trip over the southwest- 
ern Alaska'passes'in %the early days 
was nothing to what "we encountered. 
The entire country sonth of Barrow is 
one great .'field of iee.c Probably moun- 
tains of ice would .be better, for there 
was nothing' but. bergs-'to.weEing hun- 
dreds of feet in the air," g'iviag the 
landscape a most weird appearance. 
The natives were hospitable, and game 
was abundant We were told that two 
white men many years ago had pene- 
trated to a point 20O miles south of 
where we were: In August wo turned 
back and started for the Eoyukuk, 
which 'we> struck northwest of5IFort 
Yukon, and there found a mining camp 
with two miners from California.",

STATE CONVENTION ENDED 


Bricklayers Adopt Constitution Ftvflr- 


ipg Arbitration and Good Work. 


Eight Hour Day 


The state convention of the brick- 


layers' and masons' union came to a 
close last evening shortly aftsr 6 
o'clock, and the delegates for the most 
part returned to their homes on late 
trains. There was little done yesterday 
bey^p.d the business reported in yester- 
d'iy'« i-^ue, the a^ntion of the new 
constitution and the discussion of va- 
rious jpsniutions. The new constitu- 
tion called for considerable debate, in- 
uKrnich ari it was along lines rather 
in advance of most labor organiza- 
tions. Its chief features were in con- 
nection with arbitration and quality 
of work done. The constitution pro- 
vides that each union shall have an ar- 
bitration committee, and that all mat- 
ters in dispute shall be placed in the 
hands of this committee to see that 
every effort is made to settle affairs 
peaceably, before other measures are 
resorted to. 


The constitution also calls for the 


best grade of work from all members 
of the union and the exposure of poor 
work whenever done in 
the 
place 


where the union is located. This is 
for the protection of the union, the 
architects and the public in general. 


The constitution also provides for 


appointment of the five organizers in 
the stale, instead of their election. 
The appointments were made yester- 
day. The constitution 'outlines in con- 
siderable detail the work that the or- 
ganizers are to do. 


The constitution was drawn up by 


Patrick Lally of Waltham, and met 
the approval fit' the convention. 


Thure was a number of resolutions 


adopted. The resolution favoring- the 
appointment of experienced bricklay- 
ers, as inspectors- of sewer work, was 
passed, as was a resolution in favor 
of having the bricklayers' and masons' 
unions 
ally, themselves with 
dther 


labor organizations 
in the form of 


Central Labor unions. A resolution 
was also passed favoring labor legis- 
lation. 


It was voted to meet in the city of 


Fitchburg next year. Newton sending 
an invitation, but withdrawing in favor 
of Fitchburg. 


The reports from the various unions 


in the state were of interest in coiv 
nection with the eight hour day. This 
is now in force in all cities and towns

Berkshire Street railway company has 
franchises; which will enable it to put 
trolley tracks through Berkshire coun 
ty from the Connecticut line to North 
Adams and Williamstown. Its route 
was planned through Lenox, but the 
cottagers objected, because the trolleys 
would frighten their carriage horses 
and the cars would bring outsiders into 
the sacred precincts. The trolley com- 
pany has \\on by a compromise, by 
which the line will go through Lenox 
on little used roads. The company 
does not expect patronage from Lenox 
peple, who for the most part have car- 
riages of their own, but it does expect 
to do a thriving business by taking 
summer, boarders from the neighboring 


cept North Adams, Lenox, Pittsfleld, 
Fall River and Newton, The local dele 
gates reported that in another year 
they expected to demand the eight 
hoar day, and the statement was made 
that in a year the state would be prac- 
tically an eight hour day state as far 
as this craft is concerned.
